2. CENTRAL OBLASTS OF EUROPEAN USSR: TEMPERATURES TWO TO FOUR 
DEGREES F WARMER THAN USUAL. MODERATELY WARN WEATHER. VARIABLE 
OVERCAST AND HEAVY RAINS, IN PLACES ASSOCIATION WITH THUNDER 
STORMS, DURING FIRST DECADE. SECOND AND THIRD DECADES HOTTER 
AND DRIER WITH LITTLE RAIN.
